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REMARKS 

The Office Action mailed July 12, 2007, has been carefully considered. In response 
thereto, the Applicant has amended claims 4 and 5 to place those claims in independent form and 
cancelled claims 1. 2. 8, 21, 22. 30 and 31. Applicant respectfully submits that no new matter 
has been added through the above amendments and that the application is in condition for 
allowance. Claims 3-7, 9-20. 23-29 and 32-42 are submitted for consideration. Accordingly, 
reconsideration and withdrawal of the Rejection and issuance of a Notice of Allowance are 
respectfully solicited. 

Claims 1-2, 8. 21-22 and 30-31 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Leonard el al. {U.S. Patent No. 6,549.797). Those claims have now been 
cancelled and Applicants respectfully assert that the rejection is now moot. Claims 3 and 4 were 
previously indicated as being allowable, where those claims have been placed in independent 
form. As such, all claims pending, claims 3-7, 9-20, 23-29 and 32-42, have been allowed and 
there arc no further issues in the application.
